Acting Chancellor 
‘meets the press ’

Dr. John Prados, vice 
president of academic affairs 
for The University of Ten¬ 
nessee system, is currently 
filling the position of chan¬ 
cellor at The University of 
Tennessee at Martin while the 
search continues for a 
replacement for Dr. Larry T. 
McGehee. 

Prados sees few, if any , 
changes for UTM during his 
administration. 

“I don't see any immediate 
changes in the direction of the 
campus." he said. "Ithinkthe 
basic mission of this campus 
will stay the same as it was 
before McGehee came. The 


central mission of this campus 
has been primarily as an 
undergraduate teaching in- 
stutution and I think that's the 
way itwillstay. Asfar 

as a student's view, you 
wouldn't see much in the way 
of change.” 

Many are called for the job 
of chancellor, but only one can 
be chosen 

"I can tell you that we have 
about 70 people who have 
indicated they will be 
available for the job,*” Prados 
said. "The kind of person 
we're looking for will have to 
have strong academic 
leadership and experience 
He will have to relate well 
to the faculty and the students 


and the local community 
outside the University. We’re 
looking a person who can 
manage well limited 
resources The person's going 
to have to put the money to 
where it can do the most 
good." 

Prados is used to managing 
campuses between ad¬ 
ministrative changes . as he 
served as acting chancellor 
and chairman of the search 
committee at UTK in 1973. 

“I've been around the 
University for a long time 
and due to my experience of 
the last six years, 1 know a fair 
amount about this campus," 
Prados said 

Prados said that he hopes to 
start screening applicants 


next week, but the new 
chancellor will probably not 
begin work before Christmas. 

"The advisory committee 
consists of three students, five 
faculty members, three staff 
members who are not faculty, 
three trustees, and the 
community leaders In order 
to be accepted as chancellor, a 
person has to be satisfac¬ 
tory to both Dr. Boling, 
president of the UT system, 
and the committee," Prados 
said. 

Prados is a busy man. 

“My regular position is vice 
president for academic affairs 
in the a statewide system and 
I work in all the educational 
program areas for all the 


campuses. I'm acting 
chancellor for this campus 
and I’m presently chairing 
two search committees." he 
said. 

Although he can't totally 
focus his energies on his UTM 
chancellorship, Prados 
professes a willingness to do 
his job well. 

"I'll do the best job I can," 
he said. "I'm willing to work 
seven days a week to get the 
job done. Obviously. I can't do 
as good as a person able to 
devote all his time to it. I've 
had very good support from 
the administration on this 
campus and I'm doing the 
things that have to be done "

Chancellor a necessity 


In order tor The University of Tennessee at 
Martin ad m i ni st r ation to function properly and 
with the greatest degree of efficiency, a full¬ 
time chancellor who resides at this University 
on a permanent basis is a necessity that cannot 
be overlooked for any extended period of time 
With the resignation of Chancellor McGehee 
the UTM campus has definitely been left in a 
most precarious position Dr John Prados, 
the acting chancellor, is also the vice president 
of academic affairs for the entire UT system A 
job of such magnitude and importance can only 
be considered a full-time task in and of itself 
The Pacer is left with the conclusion that a 
person who occupies such a vice presidential 
position cannot be expected to adequately 
fulfill the duties required of a University 
chancellor Therefore, it is imperative that a 
chancellor be selected for UTM without haste 
It should also be noted that since the faculty 
and adminaitration of this campus will have to 
work closely with the chancellor, the sooner 
one can be selected the better off the entire 
Univertsity will be. As in any organization 
where people are required to cooperate with 
one another in order to carry out a designated 
function with a maximum amount of ease and 
effectiveness, it is absolutely essential that the 
new chancellor be thoroughly familiar qith the 
personnel at UTM and vice versa The only 
way in which such a working atmosphere can 
be brought into existence is through the hiring 
of a permanent chancellor of UTM who has the 
opportunity to familiarize himself with the 


existing staff The growth, viability, and 
ultimately, the academic and financial sur¬ 
vival of UTM as a reputable institute of higher 
education are all dependent upon the right man 
being hired for the job as soon as possible 
The Pacer would also like to point out that 
most likely the best candidate for the chan 
celior's office is someone who is already 
established in the procedural structure of this 
University In other words, someone who is 
presently at UTM would in all likelihood make 
the best chancellor An outsider would have 
neither the practical experience to deal with 
the problems unique to UTM nor the inside 
knowledge that comes only through intense 
involvement with the University In this 
respect. The Pscer strongly urges that the new 
chancellor be chosen from the tried and true 
ranks of UTM's administration and faculty 
In conclusion, The Pacer would like to 
reaffirm its belief that the office of chancellor 
is a very distinguished and important position 
that should not be taken lightly Whoever is 
selected will be perhaps the single most 
significant representative of UTM to the out 
side world. And without good public relations. 
UTM would be destined to endure hardships 
that could be counterproductive to its general 
welfare. The leadership of any organization is

The foundation is currently 
making a special effort to 
bring qualified persons from 
racial and ethnic minorities 
into the profession of teaching 
Approximately 25 percent of 
the awards are expected to go 
to blacks.

The Danforth Graduate 
Fellowship is a one-year 
award but is normally 
renewable until completion of 
the advanced degree or for a 
maximum of tour years of 
graduate study. Fellowship 
stipends are based on in¬ 
dividual need, but they will not 
exceed 12,500 for single 
fellows, and for married 
fellows with no children. 
Fellows who are married, or 
are "head of household," with 
one child, can receive up to 
$3,500. There are dependency 

allowances for additional 
children. The fellowship also 
covers tuition and fees up to 
$4,000 annually, 

The Danforth Foundation, 
established in 1927, is a 
national, educational, 
philanthropic organization, 
dedicated to enhancing the 
humane dimensions of life. 
Activities of the foundation 
traditionally have emphasized 
the theme of improving the 
quality of teaching and 
learning. 

Currently, the Danforth 
Foundation serves the 
following areas: higher 
education primarily through 
sponsorship of programs 
administered by the staff, 
precollegiate education 
through grant-making and 
program activities, and urban 
education in metropolitan St. 
Louis through grant-making 
and program activities. 

Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Danforth, who established the 
foundation, along with their 
daughter and son. Dorothy 
Danforth Compton and Donald 
Danforth, maintained active 
leadership roles in the affairs 
of the foundation throughout 
their lifetimes.
